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New Classification System for U. S. 
Export Statistics

T the outbreak of the war, United States export statistics were reported in approxi- 

f mately 1,400 individual commodity classifications ranging from almonds to locomo- 
tives. While a substantial portion of these classifications had been established since 
1930, when only 800 classifications were provided, no serious problems had presented them- 
selves either to shippers or to users of export data prior to the war. This was in consid- 
erable measure due to the fact that the rate of increase was not sufficiently rapid nor 
the total number of classifications great enough to bring fundamental problems to the fore. 

Unprecedented Inerease—Since the beginning of the war, however, the number of 
export classifications has been approximately tripled. This unprecedented increase is a 
consequence of demands by Government for increased detail on military equipment, 
strategic and critical materials, products containing such materials, and other items which 
for various reasons the Government has found necessary to control. 

As a result, two serious difficulties have arisen. On the one hand, demand for more 
detailed information has placed an additional burden on the exporter by requiring that 
he supply information on the Shipper’s Export Declaration in correspondingly greater 
detail. On the other, needs of the wartime control program have required not only 
increased commodity break-down but more accurate definition of Schedule B classifications. 

Schedule Radically Changed—In order to overcome these difficulties, Schedule B has 
been published in a radically changed form. The new Schedule B has been divided into 
two parts: Part I, for use by the shipper in locating the correct Schedule B number to 
apply to a particular shipment; and Part II, for use by the consumer of foreign trade 
data in interpreting the meaning of the statistics. 

Part I of Schedule B is an alphabetized and cross-referenced list consisting of approxi- 
mately 56,000 export items, each with its appropriate unit of quantity and commodity 
number. This list constitutes the coding practice with regard to items representing 
approximately 99 per cent of the value of exports. In addition to specific items mentioned, 
broader categories are provided similar to classifications in previous editions of Schedule 
B so that new items and a small number of infrequently exported items, which are not 
specifically listed, may also be coded. 

Furthermore, it not only contains the most commonly accepted names of commodities 
and products but also the various other names by which they may be known, including 
their trade names, if any. The shipper, therefore, is almost certain to find the commodity 
or product in which he is interested described in terms with which he is familiar. 

Main Difficulty Obviated—bLy this means, the major difficulty with which shippers 
were confronted when attempting to use earlier editions of Schedule B has been elimi- 
nated. Formerly, it was necessary for a shipper to determine correct commodity numbers 
for his particular items by reference to some 3,500 classifications arranged in numerical 
order. Often these classifications were rather general in character—which sometimes 
made the correct number extremely difficult to find. For example, an exporter of floor 
polishers using the old type of schedule was required to know that such equipment 
belonged in the general category of electrical machinery and more specifically fell in a 
classification called simply ‘Domestic motor-driven devices.’”’” In the new ‘art I of 
Schedule Bb, floor polishers are listed separately, and the required unit of quantity and 
Schedule B number are clearly indicated. 

Heightened Precision—Part II of Schedule B is designed primarily for interpretation 
and analysis of form in which United States export statistics are compiled. It consists of 
a numerically arranged list of classifications, following each of which is a selected list 
of included items by this means, each classification is defined with greatly increased 
precision. Furthermore, presentation of selected items included in each classification 
makes possible review of the coding practice by consumers of export statistics. As a re- 
sult the coding practice has the benefit of comments and suggestions from outside sources. 

Simplicity, Aceuracy—Finally, the problem of making classification changes has been 
made much more simple and accurate and is no longer a difficult matter. Where formerly 
it was necessary to conduct an extensive investigation before making a classification 
decision, in order to determine just what commodities did fall in the classification which 
might be changed, the prospective classification may now be studied through examination 
of an already prepared list of the items being reported. The problem of establishing cod- 
ing practice for new classifications has likewise been greatly simplifid. It has now be- 
come merely a matter of assigning the number of a newly established classification to all 
items in existing classifications which are to be included in it. In this way instructions 
to coders can be very definite and essentially complete before compilation of statistics 
under a new classification begins, and users are immediately informed of its content. 

Data Are Better, More Useful—These radical changes in the structure and organiza-

A* its name implies, the Distribution 
Management Unit conducts studies, 
prepares reports and handles inquiries 
dealing with retail and wholesale manage- 
ment problems and operating methods. 
The studies and reports are directed to- 
ward the goal of more efficient and lower 
cost distribution. The constantly changing 
circumstances confronting the distributive 
trades provide a pattern for the general 
type of studies made. 

Special attention is given to retail store 
and wholesale warehouse layout. Reports 
have been prepared in the past on Store 
Modernization Needs and Store Arrange- 
ment Principles. At the present time two 
important wholesale studies are in prog- 
ress. One deals with the layout, systems, 
and routines employed in the one-story 
wholesale grocery warehouse. This report 
will set forth for the many grocers who 
are now expressing an interest in this type 
of efficient operation, the principles and 
methods employed by houses known to be 
doing a good job. The study is designed 
to reduce mistakes in planning this type 
of operation. 


The other warehouse study is on the 
layout and methods of well operated drug 
warehouses. Through this publication it 
is expected that individual drug whole- 
salers will find ideas that will help them 
improve the efficiency of their operation, 
and in many cases reduce costs. 

The third major interest of the Unit is 
in the field of market measurement. In 
the wartime sellers’ market period there 
was relatively little need for any selling 
or marketing aids, but with the dawning 
of the post-war competitive selling period 
there will be intensive competition which 
will make it necessary for producers and 
distributors to construct sales territories 
and market potentials in accordance with 
the best indicators of market strength. In 
recent months manufacturers and distribu- 
tors have demonstrated an active interest 
in post-war market potentials. The time 
is right for a renewal of these activities 
and in order that facts be made available 
which will contribute to the distribution 
of goods in the most effective manner at 
the lowest cost, the Unit has made ar- 
rangements to resume its activities in this

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


PHILIPPINE ISLANDS—The possibility 
of delaying the imposition of tariff duties 
and import quotas on Philippine products, 
following the granting of independence to 
the islands as provided for in the Philip- 
pine Independence Act of 1934, will be one 
of the important problems to be studied by 
the Philippine Rehabilitation Commission, 
established by Public Law 381, signed by 


President Roosevelt June 30, 1944. The 
Commission, composed of Filipinos and 
Americans, will study all economic and 


financial problems arising out of the need 
for the rehabilitation of the islands after 
their liberation. 

The Commission 
July 24th and elected Senator Millard E. 
Tydings of Maryland as chairman and 
Sergio Osmena, vice-president of the Philip- 
pine Commonwealth, as vice-chairman. 

MEXICAN FREIGHT RATES—tThe 50 per 
cent discount formerly allowed on export 
class rates by the Mexican Government 
Railways System was discontinued as of 
July 15, 1944, thus increasing freight rates 
on such items as shoes, furniture, cotton 
piece goods, baskets, and alcoholic bever- 
ages imported from Mexico. The elimina- 
tion of this discount does not affect freight 
rates for metals, minerals, or other articles 
which take special commodity rates. 

In view of the fact that these higher 
rates increase the permitted total landed 
cost of the items affected, importers will be 
allowed, under the Maximum Import Price 
Regulation, to raise the ceiling price of 
articles governed by that regulation.

COCOA BEANS—By Amendment No. 6 to 
Revised Price Schedule No. 51, effective 
July 19, 1944, O.P.A. provides that importers 
of cocoa beans may add 90 days’ storage 
charges to their maximum prices, instead 
of the 30 days’ charges previously allowed. 

CRUDE BEESWAX—With the removal of 
beeswax from General Imports Order M-63 
on June 22nd, O.P.A. announces that im- 
porters are no longer restricted in purchas- 


ing only in South and Central America, 
Mexico, the Caribbean, and Africa. Bees- 
wax imports from these markets are cov- 


ered by Revised Maximum Price Regulation 


No. 264, effective May 30, 1944. While 
R.M.P.R. No. 264 does not provide specific 
prices for beeswax imported from other 


world sources, those who import pure crude 
beeswax from markets outside of the West- 
ern Hemisphere and Africa may apply, prior 
to purchase or sale, to the Chemicals and 
Drugs Price Branch of the O.P.A. at Wash- 
ington, D. C., for the establishment of max- 
imum prices. 

W.P.B., in its relaese on the subject, said 
there is a possibility that beeswax may soon 
be obtained from India and Turkey. 

ARGENTINE CORN—O.P.A. has _ issued 
Amendment No. 3 to Second Revised Maxi- 
mum Price Regulation 346, effective July 
29th, establishing ceiling prices on Argen- 
tine corn and also making several redefini- 
tions of the provisions of the regulation. 

BALSA LUMBER—The War Production 
Board recently announced relaxation of re- 
strictions on balsa lumber in order to re- 
lease for civilian use balsa not needed for 
military purposes. This action was con- 
tained in General Conservation Order M-177 
as amended to July 11, 1944, and permits 
sales of balsa, balsa thins or balsa shorts 
on orders rated AA-5 or higher.

WAR RISK INSURANCE COSTS—O.P.A. 
has amended a number of specific maximum 
price regulations with respect to provisions 
dealing with the inclusion of war risk in- 
surance premium costs in the calculation of 
ceiling prices.

PETROLEUM AGREEMENT—On August 
8S, 1944, an agreement on petroleum between 
the United States and the United Kingdom 
was signed in Washington. The agreement 
lays down certain broad principles govern- 
ing international trade in petroleum and 
provides for the establishment of an Inter- 
national Petroleum Commission composed 
of representatives from the two govern- 
ments. It will become effective upon noti- 
fication by both governments of their readi- 
ness to bring the agreement into force. 

This agreement is of an interim char- 
acter and is preliminary to the negotiation 
of a multilateral agreement on petroleum 
to which the governments of all producing 
and consuming countries interested in in- 
ternational petroleum trade may become 
signatories. 

PUERTO RICO SHIPPING—Effective Sep- 
tember 30, 1944, vessels of foreign registry 
will no longer be permitted to carry cargo 
between points in Puerto Rico and points 
in the continental United States. This ac- 
tion is based on a decision of the Treasury 
Department (T.D. 51103), issued upon the 
recommendation of the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration, rescinding three orders the 
Treasury Department issued in 1942 and 
1943 waiving compliance with the coast- 
wise shipping laws.

IMPORTED PINEAPPLE—Effective Au- 
must 16, 1944, the maximum prices of cer- 
tain grades of imported pineapple packed 
in brine are increased l4c a pound, ac- 
cording to Amendment 161 to Revised Sup- 
plementary Regulation 14 to the General 
Maximum Price Regulation. 

IMPORTED GRAPEFRUIT — Maximum 
prices fur sales, except at retail, during 
August and September of a fresh grapefruit 
imported from the Isle of Pines, Cuba, are 
established by the O.P.A. in Amendment 40 
to Maximum Price Regulation 426, which 
became effective August 1, 1944. 

DRY EDIBLE BEANS AND DRY PEAS— 
A new compilation of Second Revised Max- 
imum l’rice tegulation 270 including 
Amendments 1 to 3, effective August 3, 1944, 
was issued by the U.P.A., establishing maxi- 
mum prices tor all edible dry beans and all 
dry peus, both whole and split. Section 7 
of this regulation provides the method for 
establishing the maximum prices, f.o.b. port 
of entry, ol imported beans and peas. 

BARLEY—Maximum prices of purchases 
and sales by importers of barley are pro- 
vided for in Section 11 of Supplement 3g to 
Food Products Regulation No, 2, issued by 
the O.PLA effective August 1, 1944. ‘This 
Supplement superseded Maximum Price 
Regulation S11 insofar as it establishes 
muximum prices for burley. 

DISTILLED SPIRITS AND WINKES— 
O.P.A. issued Amendment 17 to Maximum 
rice Regulation 445 on August Ist. The 
amendment includes some changes in Sec- 
tion 1.11 of the Regulation which relates to 
the dates on which the article shall apply 
to sales or offers to sell of bulk or packaged 
imported distilled spirits and wine. 

WoOOL—Direction 1 under Conservation 
Order M-73%, issued by the W.V.B. on July 
24, 1944, provides “To the extent that any 
authorization to import wool heretofore 
issued under General Imports Order M-63 
limits the purposes for which such wool 
may be used, all such restrictions are 
hereby revoked. This revocation does not 
affect any liabilities incurred under any 
such authorizations to import, applicable 
orders or regulations.” 

HOP CLOTH—Jute hop cloth require- 
ments for the 1945 season are now being 
considered by the War Production Board 
for the purpose of procuring the necessary 
supplies from India, and the authorization 
of their importation under General Imports 
Order M-63. All importers who imported 
hop cloth directly from India during 1935 
and 1940 will be given an opportunity to 
share in the importation of this commodity. 
Those who are interested are asked to com- 
municate immediately with the Cordage 
Branch, Textile, Clothing and Leather Bu- 
reau, War Production Board, Washington 
25. D. C 


COMMERCIAL POLICY COMMITTERK -lL: 
Icxecutive Order 9461 issued August 7, 1944, 
the President abolished the Executive Com- 
mittee on Commercial Policy. This Commit- 
tee was established as an interdepartmental 
group to coordinate the commercial policy 
of the United States, with a view to cen- 
tralizing in one agency supervision of all 
government action affecting the export and 
import trade of the country. 

WAR RISK INSURANCE—Chrome ore 
and manganese ore shipped by water from 
ports in India or Ceylon will be eliminated 
trom the war risk insurance open cargo 
policy list of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion after August 26, 1944. This step is in 
line with the plan of W.S.A. to withdraw 
almost completely from the cargo war risk 
insurance field. 

The W.S.A. will continue to cover, under 
its open cargo policy, coffee, raw or green; 
cocon or cacao beans shipped by water from 
South American ports; and eresylie acid. 

IMPORT STATISTICS—According to fig- 
ures just released by the Bureau of Census, 
weneral imports or current arrivals of mer- 
chandise into the United States for the first 
six months of 1944 amounted to $2,046,913,- 
000, and exceeded the total of $1,546,495,000 
for the first six months of 1943 by 382 per 
cent. This January-June 1944 total was the 
highest semi-annual total recorded since 
1929. 

FLAX FIBER—-In Conservation Order 
M-284 as amended July 28, 1944, the W.P.B. 
requires all owners and processors of flax 
who have 500 pounds or more at any time 
during a calendar month to file a report not 
later than the tenth of the following month 
on Form WPB-914, sending these reports 
and all other communications concerned 
with this order to the War Production 
Board, Textile, Clothing & Leather Bureau, 
Washington 25, D. C., Ref. M-284. 

MANILA AND AGAVE FIBER—On July 
29, 1944, the W.P.B. issued Amendment 1 to 
Conservation Order M-84, concerning cer- 
tain end uses of manila and agave fiber. 
According to Amendment 1, manila and 
agave may be used in making falls for the 
lifeboats of ocean going ships; and agave 
for those of coastwise and Great Lakes 
ships, 

SUNN HEMP—The W.P.B., in Conserva- 
tion Order M-187, as amended July 24, 1944, 
requires all processors and owners of Sunn 
hemp, having 500 pounds or more at any 
time during a calendar month, to file a re- 
port monthly, not later than the tenth of 
the following month, on Form WPB-914. 
All reports required to be filed, and all com- 
munications concerning this order, should 
be addressed to the War Production Board, 
Textile, Clothing and Leather’ Bureau, 
Washington 25, D. C., Ref. M-187. 
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ESSENTIAL OILS—Karly this month, the 
Koreign Economic Administration asked 
interested American drug firms to submit 
information about their 1936-1940 importa- 
tions of essential oils. The action was 
taken, F.E.A. explained, in order that the 
U. S. Commercial Company may equitably 
distribute for sale essential oils which it 
may procure from North Africa and Italy. 
Inquiries as to the procedure may be se- 
cured from “General Commodities Division, 
Foreign Keonomic Administration, 14th 
Street and Constitution Avenue, N. W., 
Washington 25, D. C.” 

SOAP STOCK—In Revised Supplementary 
Regulation 14 to the General Maximum 
Price Regulation, Amendment 160, effective 
August 16, 1944, the ©O.P.A. provides that 
the maximum delivered price for any sale 
of boiled-down soap stock imported at an 
Atlantic or a Gulf of Mexico port shall not 
exceed the maximum delivered price for 
such boiled-down soap stock produced in 
Texas and delivered to the same _ buyer. 
Imports to a Pacifie port shall not exceed 
the price of soap stock made in California 
and delivered to the same buyer. 

PICKLED SHEEPSKINS——In Amendment 
§ to Maximum Price Regulation 145, effec- 
tive August 12, 1944, O.V.A. established 
maximum prices at which any person may 
sell, offer to sell, deliver, or purchase cer- 
tain specific brands of New Zealand and 
South American pickled sheepskins. The 
amendment eliminates spot sales lists, re- 
duces the margin of importers making spot 
sales, and prices paid to foreign shippers or 
sellers of South American skins are brought 
more closely in line on the basis of average 
returns to foreign producers. 

CASEIN—The War Production Board an- 
nounced on August 15th that domestic 
processors will be authorized to import a 
pound of acid casein from Argentina for 
each pound of rennet casein they produced 
during the first half of 1944 at the request 
of W.P.B. The amount to be imported by 
each processor will be determined by his 
share in the average domestic production 
of casein during a 1940-1942 base period. 


ARBITRATION CLAUSE 


The Board of Directors strongly recom- 
mends that all members of the National 
Council, in dealing with Western Hemi- 
sphere firms, incorporate into their import 
contracts and order forms an appropriate 
arbitration clause. The use of the proper 
clause will add a good-will factor to trade 
relations in the Western Hemisphere, and 
if necessary will provide an economical, 
prompt, and practical system for the ami- 
cable adjustment of commercial disputes. 
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For Canada — The Canadian-American 
Commercial Arbitration Commission pro- 
vides the machinery for the arbitration of 
commercial disputes arising between the 
nationals of the two countries. The stand- 
ard arbitration clause recommended by the 
Commission for insertion into contracts 
follows: 

“Any controversy or claim arising out of 
or relating to, this contract or the breach 
thereof, shall be settled by arbitration, in 
accordance with the rules of procedure 
then obtaining of the Canadian-American 
Commercial Arbitration Commission estab- 
lished by the American Arbitration Associa- 
tion and the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce, and judyment upon the award ren- 
dered may be entered in any court having 
jurisdiction thereof.” 


Kor Latin-Americeca—The Inter-American 
Commercial Arbitration Commission has 
arbitration facilities in the principal cities 
of the 21 American Republics. The standard 
arbitration clause recommended by the 
Commission for commercial contracts fol- 
lows: 

“Any controversy or claim arising out of 
or relating to this contract or the breach 
thereof, shall be settled by arbitration, in 
accordance with the Rules, then obtaining, 
of the Inter-American Commercial Arbitra- 
tion Commission. This agreement shall be 
enforceable and judgment upon any award 
rendered by all or a majority of the arbi- 
trators may be entered in any court having 
jurisdiction.

CENSORSHIP AND INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNICATIONS 
RESTRICTIONS 


With further reference to the regulations 
in regard to the handling of mail marked 
“Shipping Documents Only” and with par- 
ticular reference to that part of the regu- 
lations which required that drafts must 
not show the date of the month executed, 
the Committee on Censorship and Interna- 
tional Communications Restrictions has 
continued its discussions with the Chief 
Postal Censor based upon information re- 
ceived from Council members, indicating 
the many reasons why it is difficult to 
abide by this part of the regulations. 

We are pleased to advise that the Chief 
Postal Censor has now informed us that 
execution dates on drafts will, until further 
notice, be permitted. 

All other requirements for the special 
handling of envelopes marked “Shipping 
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Documents Only,” together with the ship- 
ping documents specified, remain in force, 
with the exception of the requirement re- 
varding the elimination of execution dates 
on drafts. The drafts may, therefore, now 
be dated in accordance with the established 
practice. 

The Chief Postal Censor has advised all 
Censorship Stations of this change in the 
regulations. 


RESTORATION TO PRIVATE 
CHANNELS IMPORTATION OF 12 
FOOD ITEMS—PUERTO RICO 
The Department of the Interior has made 
the following announcement as of August 8, 


regarding the restoration to private chan- 
nels of the importation of twelve different 


food items to Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands: 

The importation of twelve additional 
food items to Puerto Rico and the Virgin 


Islands will be returned to private import- 
ing channels in August. 

The items, With monthly tonnage quotas 
ussigned to each, are: butter, 30 tons; edible 
oils, 80; Oleomargarine, 2233; shortening, 
128; canned fish (with the exception of 
pilchards), 150; dry sausage, 200; pimientos, 
20; Vienna sausage, 150; pork luncheon 
meat, 150; hams, smoked, regular or skin- 
ned, 100; canned chopped ham, 15. These 
total 1,266 net short tons monthly. 

It was stated that this action is evi- 
dence of the continued good faith of the 
Department of the Interior in its announced 
policy of getting out of the grocery busi- 
ness as quickly as possible, consistent with 
udequate supplies, more normal = shipping 
space, and fair prices to the consumers of 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands. The 
monthly tonnage of foodstuffs and feed- 
stuffs now handled by private trade, form- 
erly procured by the Office of Distribution, 
is increased to 9,714 tons monthly. This 
represents one-fourth to one-third of the 
total food supplies now going to the islands, 
the remainder still being procured by the 
Office of Distribution. 

Disposal of the remaining Office of 
tribution inventories of these items is now 
in progress. As soon as they are liquidated, 
applications for shipping permits will be 
approved by the General Sunplies Adminis- 
tration at San Juan and the Interior De- 
partment Supply Officer at St. Thomas, Vir- 
gin Islands. Allocation of the different 
importers’ quotas in Puerto Rico will be in 
the hands of the General Supplies Adminis 
tration and the Virgin Islands Supply Of- 
ficer.

MEXICAN DECREE OF JULY 7TH, 
1944, ON ACQUISITIONS 
BY ALIENS 


A decree has been issued by the Presi- 
dent of the United States of Mexico, which 
wus published in the Official Journal on 
Iriday, July 7th, 1944. The decree is stated 
to be temporary, being issued under the 
emergency powers of the President. (The 
Spanish text of the decree is available upon 
request.) 

In general terms, the decree imposes the 
requirement of a license for the acquisition, 
by aliens or by Mexican companies which 
have alien participation, of various cate- 
gories of properties, including enterprises, 
real property for commercial or agricul- 
tural purposes, ownership of land generally, 
and concessions, as well as leases of over 
ten years’ duration, and trusts. Other im- 
plementing provisions in very broad terms 
are included in the decree. 

In the preamble to the decree, reference 
is made to the possible prejudice to “proper 
participation of Mexican nationals in the 
economic development of the country,” and 
it is stated in Article 3rd that permits may 
be refused in the discretion of the Secre- 
tariat of Foreign Relations, if the proposed 
transaction is not consistent with the ob- 
jectives of the decree. 

Without extended analysis and comment 
at this time, the text of the decree is re- 
ferred to the membership for their informa- 
tion. We are unofficially advised that the 
matter has already been brought to the 
attention of the Department of State, where 
it is now under review. 

The Council will be pleased to receive the 





comment of members as to the effect of 
this decree upon their individual interests, 
so that a comprehensive review of the im- 
pact of the decree may be made. Communi- 
cations on the subject may be sent to the 
Council office, or addressed to Mr. Charles 
R. Carroll, Chairman of the Law Committee.

LICENSING OF CASEIN IMPORTS 


Under a new policy for the licensing of casein imports, which have been restricted 
exclusively to established importers on a historical basis, domestic processors will be 
permitted to import one pound of acid casein for each pound of rennet casein they pro- 
duced at the request of the War Production Board by partial diversion of their normal 
acid casein production during the first six months of 1944. 

The new policy will become effective September £1 and will remain in effect through- 
out the remainder of the year. 

Formerly, those persons desiring to import lactic casein were required to show by 
custom entry that they had imported casein during the base years of 1940, 1941 and 1942. 
With the issuance of the last permits, each importer was given a total tonnage that would 
make his import tonnage for 1944 equal to his yearly average for the base period. 

The tonnage for which shipping space has been allowed after September 1 will be 
divided as follows: 

(1) Qualifying importers will be given licenses based on a percentage of their 1940- 
11-42 imports, determined on the basis of customs entries. 

(2) Domestic producers who distribute to consumers will be given licenses based on 
a percentage of their 1940-41-42 production. 

3) The domestic producers who distribute to consumers will be given additional 
licenses for additional quantities equal pound for pound to the rennet casein that they 
produced during the first six months of 1944. 


FRENCH WEST INDIES RUM 


Producers and rectifiers in the Virgin Islands will be permitted to import a special 
quota of 200,000 gallons of aged rum from the French West Indies for use exclusively in 
blending with local rum, it was announced by the Chemicals Bureau of the War Produec- 
tion Board. This blended rum will be exported to the United States. 

WPB officials explained that no increase in Virgin Islands rum production is involved. 

Virgin Islands producers and rectifiers, to obtain any of the 200,000 gallons, must file 
applications for import permits with the Chemicals Bureau, War Production Board, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., before August 10, 1944. 

Officials said that as a general policy applicants would be granted a percentage of 
their production quotas under M-57

LEND-LEASE EXPORTS 


Lend-lease shipments of munitions and other war supplies from the United States 
reached the record value of $1,159,000,000 in the pre-invasion month of May, 1944. Of this 
total, $559,000,000 worth of lend-lease war supplies were shipped to the United Kingdom, 
$100,000,000 more than in any previous month. Shinvments to the Soviet Union totaled 
$516,000,000; to the Mediterranean theatre, $110,000.000; to China, India, Australia and 
New Zealand, $150,000,000; and to all other areas, $44,000,000, including $4,000,000 to the 
other American republies

Lend-Lease EXxports—Contd, 

Planes, guns, tanks and other military equipment constituted almost sixty per cent of 
lend-lease shipments in May. These shipments brought the cumulative total of lend-lease 
exports since March 11, 1941, to $20,525,000,000. 

In the first five months of this year—between January 1, 1944, and June, 1944—lend- 
lease exports totaled $4,785,000,000. This was 40 per cent more than in the comparable 
period one year ago. 

Iiven with the great increases in lend-lease shipments this year to meet Allied needs 
for the invasion of Europe, the offensives of the Soviet Army and the war against Japan, 
cash purchase exports also increased in the first five months of 1944. This reversed the 
downward trend in cash exports of 1942 and 1943. The total for the period January 1 to 
May 31, 1944, was $1,165,000,000, compared with $1,038,000,000 for the same period last 
year. In each of these months, cash purchase exports were higher in 1944 than in the 
corresponding month of last year. 

In the Haast three pre-war years, 1937-1939, our total exports for the first five months 
averaged $1,270,000,000 in value. Thus cash exports (exclusive of lend-lease) in 1944 Were 
close to the “pre- -war dollar level for the period of all U. S. exports to all areas. Since 
about one-third of our pre-war exports went to areas since closed to us by the enemy, 
our cush exports to those areas remaining open to us were far greater in dollar value in 
1944 than they were before the war.

MAXIMUM IMPORT PRICE REGULATION 


The Office of Price Administration announced the issuance of Amendment No. 4, effec- 
tive July 19, 1944. 

This Amendment changes the second proviso in the definition of “total landed costs” 
in Sections 6 and 9 of the Maximum Import Price Regulation. The change provides that 
war risk insurance costs for shipments made after June 25, 1944, may not exceed the 
amount of the war risk insurance premium paid, at rates in effect at time of shipment, 
on a value representing 105 per cent of the sum of the foreign invoice price, freight to 
the port of entry, and premiums paid for marine and war risk insurance. 

It was explained that this change was made necessary by the discontinuance of war 
risk insurance on commercial cargoes by the War Shipping Administration. 


EXPORT PREMIUMS 


Customary export premiums, and incurred extra exporting expenses, may be added tu 
the ceiling prices of sanitary napkins and tamvons when these products are sold for export. 

These additions are allowed through a provision, effective July 25, 1944, which states 
that ceiling prices on sales for export are to be determined under the Second Revised 
Maximum Export Price Regulation. 

Principally affected are shipments to the Territory of Hawaii. 

(Amendment No. 6 to Maximum Price Regulation No. 140—Sanitary Napkins and 
Tampons—effective July 25, 1944.) 


PROOF OF EXPORT 


Bills of lading signed by the master of the vessel on which rationed foods are shipped 
to foreign countries will be accepted as proof of export effective July 29, 1944. 

Proof of export is needed to account to OVA for rationed foods exported or for ration 
points issued to acquire the foods to be exported. 

sefore this action, the only form of proof of export that was acceptable in most cases 
was a copy of a shipper’s Export Declaration. (Commerce Form 7525.)

ee eae IMPORTED WATCHES—COMMISSIONS 


Firms that have been charging a purchasing commission in connection with the sale 
of imported watches must determine their maximum commissions by the regulation cover- 
ing services. 

Most of these firms will have to apply individually to OVA District Offices for proper 
maximum commissions since few, if any, persons charged such commissions in transac- 
tions involving imported watches in March, 1942. 

Maximum prices for purchasing commissions that are properly established will not 
be affected by the revision of the Services Regulation which will become effective August 
1, 1944. 

This statement by OPA was necessary because an OVA survey indicates that many 
of the persons now charging such purchasing commissions on imported watches are 
violating the Services Regulation, agency officials said. 

The survey also shows that commissions charged for legitimate buying services not 
only have been excessive but that the charging of commissions has been used as a device 
for evading price ceilings in many instances. Certain watch importers have used the 
purchasing commission device when faced with enforcement action in order to unload 
watches that they have committed themselves to purchase at exorbitant prices, and then 
have found they cold not profitably sell directly. In a number of cases this practice ha 
raised the cost of watches to retailers by as much as 25 per cent above the amount they 
could properly pay the importer, OVA said. 

In order to prevent the charging of “purchasing commissions” when in fact sales are 
being made, the OPA made it clear that the individual orders establishing proper com- 
missions would define the types of transactions on which commissions may be charged 
For example, a firm would be considered to be a seller rather than a buving agwent entitled 
to a commission if it offered goods that it owned or had in its possession or had already 
ordered. 

Commissions on imported watches are covered by Maximum Price Regulation No. 165 
as amended—Services.

ANIMAL WAX 


The United States Court of Customs and (’atent Appeals held in P. Betersdorf & Co., 
Inc. v. United States, (|. A. I). 267, that certain merchandise was free of duty as an animal 
wax under paragraph 1796, Tariff Act of 1930, and that it was not subject to a tax under 
section 601 (e) (8), Revenue Act of 1932, as amended by section 701, Revenue Act of 1936 
(I. R. C. seetion 2491) In so doing, the court overruled the collector's classification of the 
merchandise as an ester dutiable at 25 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 37, Tariff 
Act of 1930, and as an inedible animal grease or fatty acid derived from inedible grease 
taxable at 3 cents per pound under section 601 (e) (8S), as amended. 

Wax of the kind in question, not being taxable under that part of 601 (ec) (8), as 
amended, which is now I. R. C. seetion 2491 (a), is clearly subject to a tax under I. R. C. 
section 2491 (e), following the principle of C. A. DD. 83. The latter provision provides for 
a tax on merchandise, with certain exceptions not applicable here, 10 per centum or more 
of the weight of whie h is derived from one or more of the products specified in I. R. C. 
section 2491 (a). 

Nothing in this view is in conflict with the decision of the court in C. A. D. 267. In 
the circumstances, merchandise such as or similar to the animal wax dealt with in the 
Belersdorf case shall be passed free of duty under paragraph 1796 of the tariff act, but 
shall be assessed with a tax under 1. R. C. section 2491 (ec). [ILD. 51094.] 


WAIVER OF SECTION 4311 R. S. 


Upon the written recommendation of the Secretary of State and by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by section 501 of the Second War lowers Act, 1942 (Publie Law 
507, 77th Congress), I hereby waive compliance with the provisions of section 4311 R. S 
(46 U. S. CG. 251) to the extent necessary, for the duration of the calendar year 1944, to 
permit Canadian fishing vessels engaging in the North Pacific halibut fishery only to land 
their cateh of halibut in ports of entry in Alaska upon compliance with the applicable 
customs laws. T deem that such action is necessary in the conduct of the war. [T.D. 51106.]

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid

ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
[T.D. 51100] 
The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually 
in the form of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some Port of Jintry: 
CLASSIFICATION 

Mesquite beans, dried, are dutiable at 3 cents per pound as dried beans, not specially 
provided for, under paragraph 765, Tariff Act of 1930, and not free under paragraph 1722 
of the tariff act, as a crude vegetable substance. As this ruling will result in the assess- 
ment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed on such merchandise 
under an established and uniform practice, it shall be applied only to such merchandise 
entered for consumption, or withdrawn from warehouse tor consumption after Aug. 27, 
1944. Bureau letter to collector of customs, Nogales, Ariz., July 13, 1944. (567 2.) 

Mixtures of sugar and cocoa,—A mixture of sugar and cocoa containing approximately 
S0 per centum to 90 per centum of sugar is dutiable under the provision for “sugar, after 
being refined, when tinctured, colored, or in any way adulterated” at the rate of 40 per 
centum ad valorem under paragraph 506, Tariff Act of 1950, rather than as sweetened 
cocou at the rate of 20 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 777 (b) of the tariff act, 
«us modified pursuant to the Netherlands Trade Agreement. As this ruling will result in 
the assessment of duty at a rate higher than has heretofore been assessed on such or 
similar merchandise under a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied only to 
such or similar merchandise entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for 
consumption after Aug. 27, 1944. Bureau letter to collector of customs, Chicago, IIL, 
July 1, 1944. (464.2221) 

T.D. 50688 (1), wherein the Bureau held that certain palm-leaf hats intended for chil- 
dren’s general wear upon the streets were dutiable under paragraph 1504 (b) (2), Tariff 
Act of 1930, at 25 cents per dozen and 25 per centum, ad valorem, and under paragraph 
1504 (b) (3) of the tariff act as modified pursuant to the French Trade Agreement at $3.50 
per dozen and 25 per centum ad valorem, according to the character of the merchandise, 
is hereby modified, in harmony with Abstract 49035, to the extent that children’s palm- 
leaf hats known in the trade as harvest hats and valued at less than $3 per dozen shall be 
classified as harvest hats dutiable at 12% per centum ad valorem under paragraph 1504 (b) 
(5) of the tariff act as modified pursuant to the Netherlands and Mexican Trade Agree- 
ments. The full decision on which Abstract 49035 was based shows that the hats there 
held to be dutiable as harvest hats were described as “‘Ixcateco 8/9",” a size which the 
Bureau understands to be suitable for children. Bureau letter to collector of customs, 
Laredo, Tex., April 18, 1944.

MARKING 

When the name of the country of origin of an imported article is not known but 
the names of the countries, in one of which it was manufactured or produced, are known, 
the article (or its container) shall be marked to show the names of all the countries in 
which it may have originated but that the exact country of origin is unknown. T.D. 46515

4. It is not the desire of WSA to impede lading of ships’ stores so that vessels will be 
delayed in sailing It is suggested that the Bureau of Customs in each port be guided 
by the procedure set forth below: 

(a) in lading of orders up to 500 cases, cuch case may be quickly examined. 

(hb) In lading of orders above 500 cases, the sides and ends of each lot should de 
checked, plus a sample case from the middle of each lot. 

de) Inspectors should exercise judgment in all situations to facilitate the lading of 
canned woods, and also to assure adherence to Food Control Regulation No. 6. 

We appreciate the work being done by the Bureau of Customs in all ports in coopera 
tion with War Shipping Administration, to supervise the lading of proper merchandise 
and correct weights to all vessels. We trust that the above will provide a ready guide 
for the use of all persons concerned (HAROLD J. QCONNELL, Director, Food Control.)

TRAVEL 


Treasury Decision 51080, approved June 15, 1944, is hereby amended as follows: 

Section 1 (a) is amended by inserting “assistant supervising customs agent,” after 
“supervising customs agent,” ‘and by inserting, “and the surveyor of customs and the 
assistant surveyor of customs at New York, N. Y.,” after “chief chemist”. 

Section 2 (a) is amended by inserting “and the surveyor of customs at New York, 
N. Y.,” after “chief chemist” 

Sections 4, 5, and 6 are redesignated as sections 6, 7, and 8, respectively, and the 
following are inserted as sections 4 and 5: 

4, Customs officers and employees may be reimbursed at not to exceed 3 cents per mile 
for travel performed by them in privately owned automobiles while engaged in inspecting, 
guarding, admeasuring, examining, sampling, investigating, and storekeeping duties within 
the limits of their official station. This Treasury decision shall be cited as the authority 
for such reimbursement. (Public Law 293, 78th Congress, approved April 22, 1944.) 

5. The appropriation, “Collecting the Revenue from Customs,” is not available for the 
maintenance, operation, and repair of any motor-propelled passenger-carrying vehicle 
owned or leased by the Government not used exclusively for official purposes; and “official 
purposes” shall not include the transportation of customs officers and employees between 
their domiciles and places of employment, except in cases of customs officers and employees 
engaged in field work the character of whose duties makes such transportation necessary 
and then only when approved by the Secretary of the Treasury. Any customs officer or 
employee who uses or authorizes the use for other than official purposes of any motor- 
propelled passenger-carrying vehicle owned or leased by the Government, except as pro- 
vided herein, will be summarily removed from office. (Section 202 (b), Public Law 358, 
78th Congress, approved June 27, 1944.). [T.D. 51099.) 


WAIVERS OF COASTWISE LAWS RESCINDED 


Upon the written recommendation of the Administrator of the War Shipping Adminis- 
tration and pursuant to the authority vested in me by the provisions of section 501 of the 
Second War Powers Act, 1942 (50 U. S. C. App. 635), the following orders of the Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury are hereby rescinded: 

(a) The order of the Acting Secretary of the Treasury dated September 21, 1942 (T.D. 
50729) waiving compliance with the provisions of section 27 of the Merchant Marine Act, 
1920, as amended (46 U. S. C. 883), to the extent necessary to permit the transportation of 
merchandise between points in Puerto Rico and points in the continental United States 
on such vessels of foreign registry as may be designated from time to time by the Ad- 
ministrator of the War Shipping Administration and approved by the Commissioner of 
Customs; 

(b) The order of the Acting Secretary of the Treasury, dated February 5, 1943 (T.D. 
50811), waiving compliance with the provisions of section 27 of the Merchant Marine Act, 
1920, as amended (46 U. S. C. 883), to the extent necessary to permit any foreign vessel 
of 50 gross tons or over to transport merchandise between points in Puerto Rico and 
points on the Atlantic or Gulf Coasts of the United States upon certain conditions enumer- 
ated therein; and 

) The order of the Acting Secretary of the Treasury, dated April 6, 1943 (T.D. 50843), 
waiving compliance with the provisions of section 27 of the Merchant Marine Act, 1920, 
as amended (46 U. S. C. 883), to the extent necessary to permit any vessel of the United 
States of 50 gross tons or over which is under limited or restricted registry to transport 
merchandise between points in Puerto Rico and points on the Atlantic or Gulf Coasts of 
the United States upon certain conditions enumerated therein. 

This order shall become effective at midnight September 30, 1944. [T.D. 51103.]

SUMMARY REPORT ON PRODUCTION AND SALES OF SYNTHETIC 
ORGANIC CHEMICALS IN THE UNITED STATES, 1943 


In order to provide the chemical industry with recent information on production and 
sales of synthetic organic chemicals for 1943, the United States Tariff Commission has 
issued a summary report giving statistics (preliminary) on the production and sales of 
svnuthetie cyelic (coal-tar) materials, intermediates, dyes, medicinals, plastics materials 

, and other cyclic organic compounds, and synthetic non-cyclic (non-coal-tar) materials. 

This report shows that the 1943 sales of all synthetic organic chemicals, exclusive 
of explosives and other chemicals produced at Government Ordnance plants or at private 
plants producing under Ordnance control, reached a value of 1,400 million dollars, an in- 
crease of 54 per cent over the value in 1942, and the highest value on record for such sales. 
Sales are considerably smaller than production because a large part of the total output 
is consumed in further processing by producing companies. 

The quantity produced in 1943 was one-third larger than in 1942, partly as a result 
of the increased output of synthetic rubber (elastomers), and of its chemical raw materials. 

More complete statistics of production and sales of plastics materials are given than 
for other items because of the special interest in the wartime development of the plastics 
industry. Production of cyclic plastics materials rose from 297 million pounds in 1942 to 
379 million in 1943, and production of non-cyclic plastics materials from 143 million to 
273 million nounds. 

Copies of the summary report may be obtained from the United States Tariff Com- 
mission, Washington 25, D. C., or from the Commission’s office in the Custom House, New 

York 4, N. Y¥. 
The Commission plans to release, at a later date, a more detailed report on production 
and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1943.

IMPORT-EXPORT STATISTICS 
January, 1943-June, 1944) 


Ixxports of merchandise in June 1944, were valued at $1,271,000,000, according to the 
figures released today by Director J. C. Capt of the Bureau of the Census, Department of 
Commerce. The June, 1944, total, the second highest monthly total in the nation’s history, 
represents a decrease of 10 per cent below the record May, 1944, figur of $1,419,000,000 
and an increase of 27 per cent above the June, 1943, total of $1,002,000,000. The total 
value of exports for the first six months of 1944 amounted to $7,204,000,000 and exceeded 
all prior years’ semi-annual totals. Export totals include Lend-Lease shipments but 
exclude shipments to the United States armed forces abroad. 

Total Lend-Lease exports in June, 1944, amounted to $1,011,000,000 and accounted for 
approximately 80 per cent of the total merchandise shipped during the month. The June, 
1944, Lend-Lease total was 13 per cent below the record May, 1944, Lend-Lease total of 
$1,157,000,000. 

General imports or arrivals of merchandise in June, 1944, totaled $330,000,000 which 
represents a decrease when compared with the level of general imports during the three 
prior months. The June total was 14 per cent lower than the May total of $386,000,000 
and 8 per cent lower than the $359,000,000 reported for each of the months fo March and 
April. General imports for June, 1944, however, exceeded the June, 1943, total of $295,000,- 
000 by 12 per cent. The total value of general imports for the first six months of 1944 
amounted to $2,047,000,000 and exceeded the total of $1,546,000,000 for the first six months 
of 1943 by 32 per cent. The total for January-June, 1944, was the highest semi-annual 
total recorded since 1929. 

Merchandise entering consumption channels during June, 1944, had a value of $322,- 
000,000 which was lower than the level for the three prior months. The value of imports 
for consumption during June, 1944, however, exceeded the June, 1943, total of $288,000,000 
by 12 per cent. 

Summary figures on merchandise of exports and imports including the revision of 
prior months’ totals are presented in the following tables. In addition, detailed informa- 
tion as to the total dollar value of trade with the individual Latin American republics for 
the month of January, 1944, is shown in a separate table. This is in accordance with the 
recently announced policy of releasing this type of information on a six-months delayed 
basis. ;

MAIL SERVICE TO ITALY 


Resumption of civilian mail service today between the United States and eight addi- 
tional Italian provinces was announced by the Post Office Department. 

The provinces affected are: Aquila, Campobasso, Chieti, Frosinone, Littoria, Pescara, 
tome and Teramo. On July 12, service was resumed with the city of Rome and Vatican. 

For the time being the service will be confined to personal correspondence and no 
commercial, financial, or business communications will be permitted. No checks, drafts, 
securities or currency may be sent. Likewise, registration, insurance, air mail, parcel post 
and money order service are not presently available. When conditions warrant, personal 
support remittances will be authorized through Treasury and War Departments. 

The weight limit on letters from the United States is two ounces and on those from 
Italy forty grams. The main is subject to censorship. 

The Department stated that international mail service has not yet been resumed with 
the province of Foggia. Service previously had been resumed with Sicily, Sardinia, and 
the provinces Bari, Brindisi, Catanzaro, Cosenza, Lecce, Matera, Potenza, Reggio Calabria, 
Salerno, Taranto, Naples, Avellino and Benevento.

{Public Law 414—78th Congress] [Chapter 377—2d Session] [H. R. 4881] 
AN ACT 
To amend the Internal Revenue Code, the Narcotic Drugs Import and Export Act, as 
amended, and the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, to classify a new synthetic drug, 
and for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That subsection (a) of section 2550 of the Internal Revenue 
Code is hereby amended by inserting immediately after the phrase “levied, assessed, 
collected, and paid upon opium,” the word “isonipecaine,”’. 

Sec. 2. Subsection (a) of seetion 2553 of the Internal Revenue Code is hereby amended 
by striking out the word “for” immediately following the phrase “absence of appropriate 
tax-paid stamps” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “from”. 

See. 3. Paragraphs 5 and 6 of subsection (b) of seetion 2557 of the Internal Revenue 
Code are hereby amended by inserting in each immediately following the words “or con- 
spiring to sell, import, or export opium, coca leaves, cocaine,” the word “isonipecaine,”; 
by deleting in each the word “or” from the phrase “preparation of opium, coca leaves, or 
cocaine,” and by inserting in each immediately following such phrase the words “or 
isonipecaine,”’. 

Sec. 4. The first sentence of subsection (b) of seetion 2558 of the Internal Revenue 
Code is hereby amended by striking out the words “its salts, derivatives, and compounds, 
and coca leaves, salts, derivatives, and compounds thereof,’ and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words “coca leaves, isonipecaine, and all salts, derivatives, and preparations of opium, 
coca leaves, and isonipecaine,”’; and by inserting immediately following the citation “or 
the Act of February 9, 1909 (ch. 100, 35 Stat. 614), as amended by the Act of January 17, 
1914 (ch. 9, 38 Stat. 275)” the following citations: “, the Act of May 26, 1922 (ch. 202, 
42 Stat. 596), the Act of June 7, 1924 (ch. 352, 43 Stat. 657), and the Act of June 14, 1930 
(ch. 488, 46 Stat. 586)”. 

Sec. 5. Section 2565 of the Internal Revenue Code is hereby amended by adding the 
following new reference at the end thereof: “Isonipecaine.—Subsection (e).” 

Sec. 6 The first paragraph of section 3220 of the Internal Revenue Code is hereby 
amended by striking out the word “or” immediately following the word “opium” and 
inserting in lieu thereof a comma; and by inserting immediately following the words ‘coca 
leaves,” the words “or isonipecaine,”’.

substance identified chemically as 1-methyl-4-phenyl-piperidine-4-carboxylic acid ethy! 
ester, or any salt thereof, by whatever trade name designated.” 

See. 10. The second paragraph of section 584 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
(U. S. C., title 19, sec. 1584), is hereby amended by deleting in the first sentence the word 
“or” from the phrase “If any of such merchandise so found consists of heroin, morphine, 
or cocaine,” and by inserting immediately following such phrase the words “or isonipe- 
caine,”; by striking out in the second sentence the word “or” from the phrase “If any of 
such merchandise so found consists of smoking opium or opium prepared for smoking,” 
and inserting in lieu thereof a comma, and by inserting immediately following such 
phrase the words “or marihuana,”; and by adding a new sentence at the end of the para- 
graph to read as follows: “The words ‘isonipecaine’ and ‘marihuana’ as used in this 
paragraph shall have the same meaning as defined in sections 2228 (e) and 3238 (b).
